Survey Shoppers Impressed With Local Selection, Friendliness 


Rushville is very impressive. . .I’ve never been here 
before but I’ll come back. I really mean it.” 
This was the impression of one of six New Castle women 
who participated in a special shopping exchange program 
organized by the Rush County Chamber of Commerce to 
determine the strengths and weaknesses of Rushville as a 
place to shop. 
The comments by Carole Taylor were representative of 
those of the other five members of the group who went on 
a ‘‘shopping spree” in downtown Rushville Thursday— 
unbeknownst to store employes. 


The project was developed locally by Paul Barada, 
president of the Rush County Chamber of Commerce, in 
cooperation with the Retail Merchants Association. 
Arrangements were made with the New Castle 
Chamber of Commerce, and while the team of shoppers 
from that city were browsing through stores in Rushville, 
another team from here were in Henry County inspecting 
stores there. 
Despite the rain that began early in the day. the im­ 
pressions of local stores were not dampened by the end of 
their shopping activities. 


Each of the six were given $100 and told to visit stores 
and purchase anything they wanted up to that limit. Each 
of the women were given evaluation sheets to fill out 
concerning the service they received in each store visited. 
They also wrote their general impressions of each store's 
stock and overall attractiveness. 


Although the women set out with the same objectives, 
they did not work in one large group By the end of the 
day, however, they all shared the same positive im­ 
pressions of the Rushville shopping situation. 


Joan Biddinger said the stores ‘‘are supplied well with 
merchandise and the clerks were pleasant.” 
Diane Taylor agreed sales people were an important 
factor in the overall positive opinion of the day’s shopping. 
‘‘The salespeople are a great asset. I never had to wait. . 
they were very helpful and above all, very friendly. They 
started conversations and I like that ” 
Salespeople also came in for favorable comments from 
Carole Taylor. ‘‘They have a good attitude and go out of 
their way to help.”

“No major political party can

“ It will not serve the nation to 
have our major parties pola­ 
rized at ideological extremes.

Canada Cutting Back

Thousands Mourn Franco

bade farewell today to Generalissmo Francisco Franco, 
their only ruler for 36 years. 
The body of the diminutive 82-year-old dictator was 
transferred today from his suburban residence to 
Madrid’s 18th century Royal Palace, to lie in state for 50 
hours of public viewing. 
Prince Juan Carlos de Borbon, who will be sworn in 
Saturday as king and chief of state, led 200 Franco 
family members and government officials at a private 
mass Thursday in the candle-lit chapel of the general’s 
El Pardo Palace.

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Smart Driving Saves 


America 
is an extremely mobile nation and this 
can be attributed mainly to the automobile. In Rush 
County-- as in virtually every other community in the 
nation--the car has become an integral part of 
society. 
It is no wonder, then, that recent energy shortages 
and the subsequent increase in gasoline prices has 
played havoc with both the nation’s economy and the 
budgets of American families. 
Cars and other vehicles consume about 14 per cent 
of all the energy and about 31 per cent of all the 
petroleum used in the United States, according to 
statistics released by the Federal Energy Ad­ 
m inistration. 
The recent concern over reducing Am erica’s 
dependence on imported oil raises two important 
points for local motorists to ponder. 
First of all, citizens have a responsibility to con­ 
serve energy in every way possible—-this includes the 
energy consumed by autos. Secondly, conservation 
m easures can help to save money at a time when 
gasoline prices are much higher than just a few 
years ago. 
In the 50 states, there are an estim ated IOO million 
registered automoblies. The average car travels 
approxim ately 10,000 miles per year and consumes 
well over 700 gallons of gasoline. The average fuel 
economy is less than 13.7 miles per gallon. 
In addition to fuel-saving devices being included 
on new cars, there are numberous ways of conserving 
fuel wothout affection the basic American lifestyle. 
Most simply require better planning of car use, better 
driving practices and improved car maintenance. 
These m easures could lead to sizable reductions in 
fuel consumption, it is estimated, it fuel consumption 
were reduced 15 per cent through better planning and 
more sensible driving techniques, the nation’s con­ 
sumption of petroleum would' fall'by over 28 million 
gallons per day. 
Many of the steps that can be taken to reduce fuel 
consumption m ererly involve obtaining new driving 
habits. Experts report the most im portant single 
element in determining fuel economy is tne driving 
technique. 
It has been estim ated that a careful driver should 
be able to get about 30 per cent better m ileage than an 
average driver, and 50 per cent better than a poor 
one. 
Among the suggestions of fuel-conscious driving 
listed by the Federal Energy Commission are . start 
slowly, 
avoid 
unnecessary 
braking, 
drive 
at 
m oderate and steady speeds, avoid unneccessary use 
of airconditioning, avoid excessive idling, plan short 
trips carefully, consolidate driving, re-plan trips and 
properly m aintain the mechanical equipment on the 
car-including engine tune-ups and tire pressure. 
By following these steps, local drivers will be 
saving fuel while saving money as well.

Get Approval For Kelp Diet 


My sister is on a kelp diet 
kick. I always question her 
enthusiasm for any new diet 
idea. This is about the 10th 
gimmicky diet she’s tried. Each 
time she’s convinced this is the 
one. What is this “kelp” thing? 
Miss R.L.,Ohio 
Dear Miss L.: 
Kelp is a seaweed known to be 
highly nutritious and very low 
in calories. 
It is often an important part of 
the regular diet in Far Eastern 
countries. 
Kelp has captured the at­ 
tention of a great many health 
enthusiasts and actually has 
been used successfully for 
many people who are trying to 
lose weight. 
However, a problem has 
come to light that should be 
brought to your sister’s at­ 
tention. About 5 per cent of the 
American people seem to have 
unusual sensitivity to iodine. 
Since kelp contains a large 
amount of potassium iodide it 
would pose a potential health 
risk for these people. 
It is true that this percentage 
may seem small. Yet, for those 
who have this sensitivity, 
complex problems centered 
around the thyroid gland might 
result. 
I therefore suggest that 
before anyone plans an ex­ 
tensive 
period 
of 
kelp- 
supplemented diet that their

United Press International 
Students sw eating over fo­ 
reign languages on occasion 
have a common dream. Maybe 
it’s more like a mirage. 
The main character is a big 
friendly computer 
with two 
main slots — input, output. Into 
this robot goes anything to be 
translated. 
A sheet of English words, for 
example, slides into the interior 
of the electronic genius. Pretty 
soon four sheets start coming 
out. All at once. 
The robot has translated the 
English words into German, 
French, Spanish, Portuguese. 
Advanced dream ers among 
the foreign language students 
even envision a day the robot 
gives birth 
to 
a 
miniature 
version of itself — something as 
small as the pocket calculator 
common today. 
The 
pocket 
“ tran slato r’’ 
would put push-button transla­ 
tion skill at the fingertips of 
students, tourists and business 
persons. 
The 
dream 
of 
machine 
translation isn’t far-fetched, to 
hear V. Lynn Tyler tell it. He is 
associate 
director 
of 
The 
Language Research Center at 
Brigham Young University in 
Provo, Utah. 
There is, in fact, such a 
language translation robot at 
the center. It is part of the 
multilingual Computer Assisted 
Translation Project. 
Tyler said it is expected to be 
fully operational by 1978 and 
already 
is 
programmed 
to 


translate five, 
languages 
— 
English, German, French, Spa­ 
nish, and Portuguese. Other 
languages are being put into 
the program; even Chinese is 
on line. 
Tyler said in an interview 
that Chinese is “one of the 
easier for computer program­ 
m ing.” 
This is due to the language’s 
sentence structure and the fact 
that each character conveys an 
idea — idiolect. 
The University is sponsored 
by The Church of Jesus Christ 
of 
Latter-day 
Saints, 
the 
Mormon Church, active in some 
50 countries using about 16 
languages. 
Tyler said the teaching of 
languages has a high priority at 
the university. Most of the male 
students at some 
point do 
missionary work and often that 
service is in another land. 
Tyler 
said 
the 
Computer 
Assisted Translation system is 
the handiwork of a 
“young 
genius” — Dr. Eldon Lytle. 
Prof Lytle’s theory, simply 
put, is called junction grammar 
— “a universal, neutral code 
representing the structure of 
words and sentences regardless 
of the language used.” 
“The more languages you 
have, the more efficient the 
system seems to be.” 
The robot translator has been 
in development for six years. 
Around the cam pus it’s re­ 
ferred to as ALP — which 
stands for Automatic Language 
Processing.

Whereupon 
all of the animals flee in panic.

“ Why is you running, Al­ 
b e rt? ” one of the creatures 
asks, pointing out helpfully that 
“You is an alligator yourself.” 
“ I 
know,” 
Albert 
replies, 
explaining that “When you say 
it 
sudden like” 
even 
he 
is 
frightened. 
Accordingly to Populi, this is 
basically what has happened in 
the presidential campaign. 
One 
day 
President 
Ford 
sauntered up to a group of 
California Republicans with the 
aim of making them a speech. 
“Government!” cried Ronald 
Reagan, 
and 
all 
of 
the 
Republicans took off in wild 
alarm , Ford among them. 


Meanwhile, 
each 
time 
a 
Democratic senator went south 
to campaign for president, a 
warning cry of “Government!” 
was sounded by George Wal­ 
lace. 


In the ensuing pandemonium, 
the senators bolted for safety 
along with the o th er Demo­ 
crats. 


I asked Populi if government 
officials who were scared by 
the government realized they 
were frightening themselves. 
“They know it, but it still 
m akes 
them 
nervous,” 
he 
replied. 
Mainly, he added, it is the 
government’s size that causes 
consternation. 
“ Although the 
government 
may only be a pitiful helpless 
giant, anything that big looks 
dangerous. Your reason may 
tell you it won’t hurt you but 
when you encounter it sudden­ 
like, your instinct tells you to 
get the hell out of there. 
“ Actually, the odds against 
being attacked by the govern 
ment probably are greater than 
the odds against being eaten by 
an alligator. 
“ Forty-nine times out of 50, 
when you encounter the govern­ 
m ent if you just stand still and 
act naturally, it will go away.” 
I thanked Populi for advice, 
and as I was leaving his office 
whom should I bump into but 
Vice President Rockefeller. 
“Government!” I cried, but 
he didn’t even turn a hair.

vitations. Form er Governor 
Edgar D. Whitcomb made of­ 
ficial what political writers had 
announced long ago...he will 
seek the Republican nomination 
for U.S. Sentate. 
It was almost an all new team 
hacking the Whitcomb effort 
with app aren t lack of a t­ 
tendance by supporters who had 
helped him win the hotly con­ 
tested 
1968 
gubernatorial 
nomination. It was to be ex­ 
pected. It takes a different type 
of campaign to win individual 
voter support in a direct 
primary than it does to gain 
delegate votes in a party con­ 
vention, and the old team has 
been decimated. 
Only W hitcomb rem ained 
unscathed in the bitter struggle 
after his 
election, 
retaining 
popular public support. Former 


Lieutenant Governor Richard 
Folz, a member of the team, is 
deceased. Former State party 
chairm an Buena Chaney is 
under grand jury indictment. L. 
Keith Buien, retired from 
political activity, is being in­ 
vestigated by a federal grand 
jury. 
There was some indications 
that the deep wounds which 
developed between John Snyder 
and Whitcomb are beginning to 
heal. Synder, forced to take 
advantage of every sunny day to 
harvest a corn crop, did not 
attend. However, his former 
assistant both in the 
State 
T re a su re r’s 
office 
and 
Republican State Committee, 
John Price, did attend. 
WHITCOMB PLANS to take 
his campaign to the people, who, 
when asked what they want in 
governm ent, give 
him 
an 
’’answer loud and singular in 
n a tu re ...they want honesty. 
They want honesty in politics 
and in government, 
in 
the 
market place and they want 
integrity 
restored 
to 
our 
government.” 
His campaign posters, colored 
in patriotic red, white and blue, 
carry the slogan: “He keeps his 
word.’’He said: “My own state 
administration was based upon 
a single premise. I told the truth 
then, and I will tell the truth 
now. The people of Indiana 
know that my word is good. With 
me, there are no surprises.” 
' Reaffirming his belief in the 
two party system, Whitcomb 
deplored the fact that only 19 
percent of the people in the 
country claim membership in

the Republican party. Assuring 
the group that he was not at war 
with the party, he observed: 
“they tend to nominate can­ 
didates in the spring that don’t 
win in the fall.” 
The 
press 
conference 
scheduled to follow the an­ 
nouncement did not follow the 
usual pattern. The ballroom of 
the Atkinson Hotel, site of the 
announcement, was filled with 
party workers and well-wishers. 
Whitcomb announced plans had 
been made to retire to another 
room, which was still possible, 
for the question and answer 
session. However, if there were 
no objections from the media 
and the audience would promise 
to remain quiet, it could be held 
in front of the “live audience.” 
THERE IS A LITTLE bit of 
“ ham 
a c to r” 
in 
many 
representatives of the media 
who frequently play to the 
audience of 
“ peers” 
with 
questions. Whitcomb was able 
to 
“ up stag e” 
the 
m edia 
representatives 
who 
soon 
discovered they had made the 
wrong move in not objecting. All 
questions were repeated by the 
former Governor over the loud 
speaker, with answers winning 
long and loud applause from the 
claque of supporters. The delay 
limited the number of questions 
which could be asked,

eliminated those which might be 
controversial and earn “boo’s” 
from the audience. 
When asked if the campaign 
would be aggressive, he said:

By The Way... 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
distinguished editor-columnist 
has focused on one of life’s 
most frustrating problems — 
how to call a waitress. 
William Sumner, editor of the 
St. Paul Dispatch, wrote in a 
column headlined “How do you 
call a food service engineer?” : 
There is “a phenomenon that 
has 
puzzled me 
for 
many 
years; that is, we, in America 
seem to be reluctant, in getting 
the 
attention 
of 
a 
table 
attendant, to call out, firmly, 
‘w aiter’ or ‘waitress’. 
“ I call a waiter a waiter. I 
am reluctant to call a waitress 
a w aitress, although two of my 
tribe have practiced the art of 
waitressing’ off and on through 
college. That is what they call 
it. 
“ Most of us settle for the 
timid, ‘Miss’. 
“ If we agree that it is an 
honorable profession, why can’t 
we call it for what it is, or 
come up with a standard form 
of address that will hurt no 
one’s pride, embarrass no one 
and get the job done?” 
The editor points out that in 
France 
they use 
“garcon,” 
which also can mean “ boy.” 
For a waitress the 
French 
usually use “serveuse,” which 


he notes 
conveys a 
strong 
implication of servility. 
In Germany a superior waiter 
is addressed 
as “Oberkeller” 
and a waitress as “Kelnerin.” 
After traveling through much 
of the world, my conclusion is 
there is only one country that 
does it right — the sunny, 
sultry 
and 
mostly 
happy 
Philippines. 
In Japan, there can be a call 
for “boy-san” or “girl-san” 
(boy, sir or girl, madame). If 
fast service is demanded you 
might 
shout 
“hai-yaku,” 
or 
“hurry.” 
In China, it is “wei” (hello) 
and “quai-tee, quai-tee,” for 
“at 
this 
moment.” 
In 
In­ 
donesia, you might make loud 
calls for “bung ... bung.” 
Chances are you would get 
the same tunnel vision respon­ 
se, which Sumner mentioned, in 
those places as you would in a 
restaurant in the United States 
during a crowded lunch or 
dinner time. 


But in the Philippines it is all 
quite simple, and it seems to do 
the job. Just pull in all your 
breath and let it out in a sound 
that pierces the room: PSSSST! 
It may at first sound gaudy 
— but it works. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
limelight is shifting from Henry 
A. Kissinger and the secretary 
»of staters being! moved toward 
•the wings of the Ford adminis­ 
tration. 
President Ford has moved to 
take the foreign affairs spot­ 
light for himself. 
Longtime associates of the 
President in the White House 
insist it is not being done to 
downgrade 
Kissinger. 
It 
is 
being done to upgrade Ford. 
Every president since Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
has 
pictured 
himself to the electorate as the 
architect of foreign policy. 
Kissinger broke the pattern. 
Although kept in the shadows 
by the Nixon administration — 
form er P ress Secretary Ron 
Ziegler 
used 
to insist 
that 
reporters identify the source at 
Kissinger briefings only anony­ 
mously — Kissinger became a 
superstar of foreign affairs. 
Nixon’s Watergate woes and 
Kissinger’s charms with the 
press, along with the dramatics 
of his 
flying diplomacy 
to 
Peking and other action points, 
upset 
tradition 
and 
gave 
Kissinger at least twin billing 
with his President. 
But 
Ford 
does 
not 
feel 
defensive. He has no W ater­ 
gate. He has made no secret of 
his admiration for Kissinger’s 
negotiating 
ability 
and 
his 
innovative foreign policy strata­ 
gems. But Ford wants to be 
boss and to be seen as boss. 


His intimates say Ford has 
unheralded foreign policy ex­ 
pertise. One said that Ford as 
vice presided studRW the State 
Department by his knowledge 
in overseas affairs. 


As vice president he took to 
seeing ambassadors Nixon had 
no time for. Told that Ford was 
to see the Indian ambassador, 
the State Department sent word 
that Ford should be mum in 
case the man from New Delhi 
brought up the touchy subject 
of 
American 
desire 
for 
a 
defense base in the 
Indian 
Ocean. 


The State Department, said 
the Ford aide, was shocked to 
learn 
that 
the subject was 
discussed when Ford met the 
envoy and that it was Ford who 
brought up the subject. 


Ford 
leaned 
heavily 
on 
Kissinger in the first year of 
his administration. But step by 
step Ford began doing more 
than 
making 
all 
the 
final 
decisions. His intimates said 
that since the Helsinki 34-nation 
East-West conference in July 
Ford clearly has been planning 
the strategy. No more, they 
said, was Kissinger the prime 
architect. 


The change broke the surface 
two weeks ago when, among 
other administration shuffles, 
Ford stripped Kissinger of his 
post as national security affairs 
adviser. 
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PROVIDENCE,

—Nicholas Brown, 
a 
local exporter, urged that British warships be driven out

nation. 
Elijah had to tackle a false 
religion, a false prosperity and a 
false 
security. 
Jezebel’s 
sacrilegious 
priests 
w ere 
spreading their corruption into 
the grass roots of Israel. People 
were pointing to productive 
fields and fat cattle as proof of 
the rightness of Baalism. It was 
a most difficult hour for Elijah 
to invade idolatry. 
He was able to stand up and 
proclaim the truth because he 
had spent time alone with God. 
If the truth angered, it also 
ignited a revolution. The revolt 
against the gods of Baal had 


found a leader. The revolution 
struck at the roots—Elijah went 
straight to the palace to tell

The Needle’s Eye

You ought to be glad you don’t 
live in the Dominion of Virginia 
these days. A new law in that 
state bars churches 
from 
holding public worship services 
in private homes. 
In other words, if your church 
was not available for public 
worship and you invited your 
fellow church members to your 
home for Sunday or weekday 
services Virginia’s new law 
would prohibit you from doing 
so. 
The law arises out of the 
zoning laws of that state. The 
Reverend Joseph E. Gedra, 
pastor of a small “Latin Mass 
Catholic congregation’’ was 
fined for conducting services in 
a private home without a “use 
permit.” The pastor had applied 
for the permit previously but 
Fairfax County had refused to 
grant one. 
Americans 
United 
For 
Separation of Church and State 
has objected to the zoning law. 
In an editorial in its October 
issue of “Church and State” the 
group said: “It is interesting 
that while Fairfax County’s 
code 
prohibits 
regularly 
scheduled worship in homes, it 
does not prohibit regularly 
scheduled drinking parties or 
pornographic film parties in 
homes.” 
With the decline in church 
membership, attendance and 
giving many theologians feel the 
future trend may well be for 
church services to be held in 
private homes in order to cut 
down on building expenses. 
A law such as Virginia’s 
Fairfax County has would 
prohibit the right of Christians 
to gather for worship where 
they wished. The Constitution 
of The United States declares 
“Congress must not interfere 
with freedom of religion. 
. 
.Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting of the 
free exercise thereof;. . .” 
Christians down through the 
ages have asserted their right to 


worship God from catacombs to 
concentration 
cam ps. 
The 
desire to worship God is a basic 
one for all Christians and cannot 
be denied. Although Christians 
are law abiding citizens this is 
one area where they may feel 
they can break the law without 
impunity. 
The Christian not only wor­ 
ships his God because God 
demands such worship but he 
does so joyously out of his love 
for his Lord. Believers in Jesus 
Christ 
know 
they 
have 
everything to be grateful to God 
for and worship God out of a 
sense of thanksgiving. 
Christians who are grateful 
to God for the salvation His Son 
offers do not really care where 
they 
worship. Their 
church 
buildings are im portant to 
them. 
However, 
they 
can 
worship together in a field, a 
store, a school or a home. The 
public worship of God can and 
should take place whereever the 
faithful are able to gather on 
Sunday or weekdays for prayer, 
praise and preaching. 
If Christian worship for some 
reason m ust take place in a 
private dwelling then so be it. 
The law should not interfere. 
V irginia’s 
law 
forbidding 
worship in private dwellings is a 
bad law and as such should be 
done away with.

KCHS Class Project

Solar heat and its potential for 
solving the energy 
shortage 
became the focus of two ROHS 
industrial 
education 
students 
who designed their own heating 
unit. 
Just completed is a model of a 
solar heating system designed 
to work in a family dwelling. 
Two students, David Kleiman 
and Bruce Farlow, designed and 
constructed a working model 
which shows the practicability 
of this very current national 
topic, because home heating is a 
major tap on 
the country's 
energy resources. 
The students looked into many 
methods of utilizing the sun to 
heat a home. One system was an 
air blown device designed to be 
built at ground level. Another 
design used a collector to warm 
w ate r 
which 
is 
used 
in 
baseboard radiators. 
A third method uses warmed 
water from 
the collector to 
warm rocks. Air is circulated 
across 
the 
rocks 
and 
then 
through the house to heat it As 
simple as the systems seem, 
they still work. The latter design 
w as utilized by these two 
student builders for their model 
After completion, the working 
model was heated from room 
temperature to over IOO degrees 
F. Of course, in real situations 
thermostats would control the 
te m p e ra tu re .
